Dear Director Betlach: 

In the United States, the federal and state governments spend roughly $317 billion 
every year on the Medicaid program. As Ranking Member of the Senate Committee on 
Finance, I have an obligation to ensure that taxpayer dollars are appropriately spent on 
federal health care programs. Like the Medicare program, Medicaid suffers from 
systemic weaknesses that lead to fraud, waste, and abuse across the program, resulting in 
higher costs and less health care to those who are in need. The overutilization of 
prescription drugs, whether through drug abuse or outright fraud, plays a significant role 
in the rising cost of our healthcare system. The purpose of this letter is to request 
information regarding certain outliers in Arizona's Medicaid program and what steps 
Arizona takes to monitor rates of utilization. 

In recent inquiries, I have asked the U.S. Department of Health and Human 
Services about physicians prescribing mental health drugs at astonishingly high rates. In 
addition to these concerns, a recent CNN report detailed the increasing abuse of 
OxyContin, Roxicodone, and Xanax. Specifically, the report described the role some 
pain management clinics and physicians play in the black market for these drugs. I write 
today to better ascertain how high rates of both mental health and pain medication 
utilization are affecting the Medicaid program, as well as how Arizona's rates compare to 
the national rates. 

To that end, please provide charts that list of the top ten Medicaid prescribers of 
the following drugs for the years 2008 and 2009. For each prescriber, please provider 
his/her prescriber identifier, and the number of prescriptions written per drug per year, 
and the total amount billed to Medicaid per drug, separated for each year. 

• Ability; 

• Geodon; 

• Seroquel; 

• Zyprexa; 

• Risperdal; 



OxyContin; 
Roxicodone; and 
Xanax. 



I thank you in advance for your cooperation and request that you provide the 
requested documents and written responses by no later than May 5, 2010. In your reply, 
please format information into a chart like the examples provided below. All formal 
correspondence should be sent electronically in PDF format to Brian_Downey@finance- 
rep.senate.gov or via facsimile to (202) 228-21 31.

Dear Mr. Downey, 

In response to Senator Grassley's Top Ten Prescriber report request, attached is an excel file 
containing 2008 and 2009 data from the Arizona Health Care Cost Containment System 
(AHCCCS), the single source State Medicaid Agency for Arizona. 



AHCCCS operates under an 1 1 15 waiver and capitates managed care entities to provide care for 
approximately 95% of the 1.3M Medicaid members with the remainder enrolled in a traditional 
Medicaid FFS program. AHCCCS covers acute, long term care and behavioral health services. 

The behavioral health services are carved out to the Arizona Department of Health Services- 
Division of Behavioral Health Services and they contract with four behavioral health managed 
care organizations to serve the state which is divided into 5 geographic service areas. 

The average monthly enrollment of members in the behavioral health system was 96,500 in 2008 
and 109,000 for 2009. 

Of the 96,500 monthly behavioral health enrollees, 22% are adults with serious mental illness, 
31% are children and the remainder are members who are enrolled in general mental health 
and/or substance abuse program types. For 2009, the percentages increased slightly by the type 
of member, however there were more Medicaid members enrolled and receiving treatment. This 
model is very different from most other states and is in place by state statute. 

The prescribers for each of the atypical antipsychotic drugs listed in the attachment are all 
psychiatric clinicians who contract with the behavioral health managed care contractors to provide 
psychiatric treatment services under the carve-out. The Department of Behavioral Health 
Services requires that providers, in this carve-out, be psychiatric clinicians- adult and child 
psychiatrists as well as nurse practitioners and physician assistants that also specialize in 
psychiatry. 

The data was requested to be sent in a PDF format and I sincerely apologize in advance for 
sending the data in excel format; the PDF writer cut off several lines of the report. For drugs such 
as Roxicodone and Xanax, there may not be ten prescribers listed since the AHCCCS pharmacy 
benefit requires the generic product be used if available; the brand name product is provided on 
an exception basis when a generic is available. 

I would also like to notate that one of the top ten prescribers of narcotics included in the 2008 and 
2009 attached reports, Angelo Chirban, M.D., has been terminated as a provider for AHCCCS 
and AHCCCS Contractors by David Botsko our Inspector General.

Dear Director Betlach: 

On May 5, 2010, you provided my office with data regarding the top ten 
prescribers of several pain management and mental health drugs in your state. These 
types of drugs have addictive properties, and the potential for fraud and abuse by 
prescribers and patients is extremely high. Mental health drugs continue to be 
prescribed at astounding rates and pain management clinics are turning into a hotbed 
for black market painkillers. When these drugs are prescribed to Medicaid patients, it is 
the American people who pay the price for over-prescription, abuse, and fraud. 

After an extensive review of prescribing habits of the serial prescribers of pain 
and mental health drugs in Arizona, I have concerns about the oversight and 
enforcement of Medicaid abuse in your state. While I am sensitive to concerns about 
the potential for misinterpretation of the data you provided, the numbers themselves 
are quite shocking. 

For example, the top three prescribers of Oxycodone in Arizona account for 4087 
prescriptions— more than the remainder of the top ten list combined. Similarly, the top 



prescriber for OxyContin (the same top prexcriber as Oxycodone), prescribed nearly 
triple the amount as the second prescriber and fourteen times the number ten 
prescriber. These outliers are consistent with several of the antipsychotic drugs as 
well— with the top prescribers writing double or triple the number of prescriptions as 
the other prescribers on the list. 

It is my intention to ensure that each of the states is adequately monitoring, 
investigating, and stopping fraud and over-prescription of these types of drugs. 
Therefore, please provide answers to the following questions: 

1. What action, if any, has your agency taken with respect to the prescribers 
identified to the Committee? 

2. If there has been no action taken with respect to these prescribers, please 
explain why not. 

3. Please identify which of the providers identified to the Committee remain 
eligible to bill the Medicaid Program. 

4. Please provide the 2010 and 2011 numbers for the top prescribers of these 
same drugs. 

5. Has each of these prescribers been cross-checked for complaints or 
misconduct with the state medical board or the National Practitioner Data 
Bank?

The AHCCCS Administration submits the following information in response to your January 23, 
2012 correspondence regarding the prescription of pain management and mental health drugs in 
Arizona. Also provided are reports and a high level summary for the top ten prescribers in 
Arizona's Medicaid Program for years 2010 and 201 1. 

The Arizona Health Care Cost Containment System (AHCCCS) is Arizona's Medicaid program. 
Operating as a Section 1115 Research and Demonstration Program approved by the Centers for 
Medicare & Medicaid Services (CMS), AHCCCS has been recognized for its unique design, 
innovative strategies, and delivery of quality health care. The AHCCCS Program serves 
approximately 1.4 million low income members. The vast majority of health care services is 
provided through a managed care model using a system of capitated contracts across the State of 
Arizona. In addition, AHCCCS provides services to a small residual fee-for-service population 
consisting primarily of members who receive services through Indian Health Services and Tribal 
638 facilities and members whose coverage is limited to emergency services. The AHCCCS 
Administration devotes substantial resources to program integrity initiatives with a continuing 
emphasis directed to preventing and detecting fraud and abuse. 

Your January letter expresses concern about serial prescribers of pain and mental health drugs in 
Arizona and requests responses to twelve questions on the subject. Reflecting a concern 
stemming from AHCCCS 2008 data, your correspondence states that "the top three prescribers 
of Oxycodone in Arizona account for 4087 prescriptions - more than the remainder of the top 
ten list combined. " You note that the top prescriber for Oxycodone is also the top prescriber for 
Oxycontin, writing nearly three times the number of prescriptions as the second prescriber and 
fourteen times the number ten prescriber. 

The top prescriber for both medications, provider with NPI 1306838123, was terminated as a 
provider with the AHCCCS Program in 2010. AHCCCS participated in a joint multi agency task 
force to investigate this provider beginning in 2009, comprised of federal, state, and local law 
enforcement entities including the Office of the US Attorney, the federal Drug Enforcement 
Administration, the Arizona Office of the Attorney General, and the Internal Revenue Service. 
As a result, this individual was terminated from the AHCCCS Program, his medical license was 
revoked by the Arizona Board of Medical Examiners, he was indicted by a federal grand jury, 
and he is currently under prosecution by the Office of the US Attorney. AHCCCS anticipates 
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receiving restitution once the case is adjudicated. However, AHCCCS has received monies 
from this provider as a result of a civil monetary penalty action filed by the AHCCCS Office of 
Inspector General (OIG). 



the 2008 prescriber data referenced in your January 2012 letter, a total of 8155 
prescriptions were written for Oxycodone in 2008. Of these 8155 prescriptions, 4087 were 
written by the top three prescribers; Prescriber NPI 1306838123 accounted for 53.6% of the 
4087 Oxycodone prescriptions (2194 Rxs) associated with the top three prescribers. 4068 
prescriptions were written by the bottom seven prescribers. The 4068 prescriptions written by 
the bottom seven prescribers are 19 prescriptions fewer than the 4087 referenced above, 
equating to a 0.46% variance between the two prescription counts. As you might expect, by 
excluding the terminated prescriber' s Oxycodone utilization, the number of prescriptions written 
by the bottom seven { 



In reference to Oxycontin, 1097 prescriptions were written in 2008 by the top ten prescribers. 
Prescriber NPI 1306838123 accounted for 40.6% (455 Rxs) of the 1097 total Oxycontin 
prescriptions. Excluding this terminated physician's Oxycontin utilization, the average number 
of prescriptions written for Oxycontin by the remaining nine prescribers was 72. All of the 
prescribers were approximately 1 standard deviation from the mean, a figure which is not 
indicative of aberrant prescribing practices. 

For years 2010 and 2011, please refer to the data in the spreadsheets. The total number of 
prescriptions filled for AHCCCS members was approximately 14.1M in 2010 and 13M in 2011. 
Average monthly enrollment in the behavioral health care system averaged approximately 
122,000 for both 2010 and 2011. Of the 122,000 monthly behavioral health enrollees, 20% are 
adults diagnosed with serious mental illness, 32.5% are children/adolescents, and the remainder 
are enrolled in general mental health and/or substance abuse programs. All top ten prescribers of 
the atypical antipsychotic drugs listed in the 2010 and 2011 reports are psychiatric clinicians: 
adult and child psychiatrists as well as nurse practitioners and physician assistants who specialize 
in psychiatry. 

AHCCCS data for years 2010 and 201 1 reflect the following: 

• The atypical antipsychotic utilization for the top ten prescribers was 34,236 prescriptions 
for 2010 and 33,474 in 201 1 . Of the total number of annual covered prescriptions paid 
for by the AHCCCS Program, the atypical antipsychotic prescriptions in the attached 
reports represent 0.24% and 0.26%, respectively. 

• Of the approximate $650M annual pharmacy expenditures, the atypical antipsychotic 
utilization equates to 1.45% and 1.66% of the annual expenditures for the years 2010 and 
2011, respectively. 

• The number of Oxycontin prescriptions totaled 882 in 2010 and 1025 in 
representing 0.006% and 0.008%), respectively, of the annual AHCCCS prescriptions. 
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certain drugs, such as Roxicodone and Xanax. The AHCCCS pharmacy benefit requires use of a 
generic product when available and medically appropriate; therefore, less than ten prescribers 
associated with such medications may be identified. 

Below are AHCCCS' responses to the twelve questions from your January 2012 letter. 

1. What action, if any, has your agency taken with respect to the prescribers identified to 
the Committee? 

As previously reported in the email to Mr. Brian Downey on May 5 2010, and as mentioned 
above, one prescriher (Physician with NP1 1306838123) was investigated and terminated from 
the AHCCCS Program. This provider has been identified as the top prescriber in the AHCCCS 
Program for both Oxycodone and Oxycontin in 2008. AHCCCS participated in a joint multi 
agency task force to investigate this individual beginning in 2009. AHCCCS also filed a civil 
monetary penalty action against this provider, and financial penalties were successfully 
imposed. As a result of the multi agency investigation, this provider was indicted, and his 
medical license was revoked. This individual is currently under prosecution by the federal 
government. 

In addition, the providers with the following NPIs have been terminated from the AHCCCS 
Program. These providers are not authorized to provide services or to be reimbursed for 
services through the AHCCCS Program:

2. If there has been no action taken with respect to these prescribers, please explain why 
not. 

Please see the response to the previous question. 

3. Please identify which of the providers identified to the Committee remain eligible to bill 
the Medicaid Program. 

All of the providers in the 2008/2009 report remain eligible to provide and bill for services with 
the exception of those listed in question 1. 



4. Please provide the 2010 and 2011 numbers for the top prescribers of these same drugs. 

The Top Ten Prescriber Reports for 2010 and 2011 are attached. 
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i of these prescribers been crosschecked for complaints or misconduct with the 
state medical board or the National Practitioner Data Bank? If not, do you plan to do so? 

Yes, each prescriber has been crosschecked with their respective licensure board and the 
National Practitioner Data Bank. 

6. Have any of the prescribers identified to this Committee been referred to your state 
medical board? 

Yes, some prescribers have been referred to their respective state licensing boards for a variety 
of reasons. 

7. Is there any system set up in your state to identify and monitor excessive prescription 
writing? If not, why not? 

engages in numerous activities to identify and monitor excessive utilization of 
services, including prescription medication. In addition to its ongoing internal fraud 
detection and prevention operations, AHCCCS OIG also participates on the prescription drug 
task force with HHS/OIG, the Drug Enforcement Administration (DEA), and the Office of the 
Arizona Attorney General. The OIG has access to and utilizes the Arizona State Board of 
Pharmacy 's Prescription Drug Database and the Controlled Substance Prescription 
Program to evaluate excessive use. 



AHCCCS OIG utilizes a data-mining tool, EDIWatch, which identifies potential fraud and abuse 
by evaluating provider aberrant billing practices and excessive utilization of services by 
AHCCCS recipients. 

Some examples of possible fraudulent billing practices include: 

• Billing for services or items that were never provided 

• Billing separate claims for services that should be billed together as a single item 

• Billing for services or equipment that are more expensive then what was supplied 

• Continuing to bill for home medical equipment after it has been returned 

• Scheduling unnecessary office visits or ordering unnecessary x-ray, laboratory or other 
services 

• Taking payment from another provider in exchange for referring a patient 

• Allowing an unlicensed person to perform treatment and billing as if a qualified 
individual had performed the service 

Some examples of possible fraudulent recipient activities include : 

• Loaning a medical insurance card to another person 

• Using someone else 's medical insurance card 

• Forging or altering a prescription 

• Doctor shopping in order to obtain multiple prescriptions 

• Using multiple Medicaid Identification cards 

• Intentionally receiving unneeded services or supplies 

• Accepting cash or other bribes for receiving services

9. Does your state maintain a database of all prescribed controlled substances? If so, what 
entities have access to it? 

Yes. Arizona Revised Statutes §36-2601 et seq. set forth Arizona's Controlled Substance 
Prescription Monitoring Program (CSPMP) which mandates the Arizona State Board of 
Pharmacy maintain a database of all controlled substances prescriptions dispensed in or into 
the State. AHCCCS is authorized by statute to obtain this inf 



All pharmacies are required to report the dispensed controlled substances prescriptions to the 
Arizona State Board of Pharmacy. The Arizona State Board of Pharmacy maintains this 
database and may release data collected by the program to AHCCCS, providers, professional 
licensing boards, local, state, and federal law enforcement or criminal justice agencies, and 
pursuant to court order. 

10. Does your state have any point-of-sale restrictions related to maximum units, prior 
authorization, therapeutic duplication, or early refill? If not, why not? 

All point-of-sale (POS) pharmaceutical services are monitored through the use of electronic 
edits. Pharmacy benefit managers (PBMs) message the pharmacy at the point-of-sale in the 
form of an alert for these safety concerns. These alerts and concerns include, hut are not 
limited to: 




Drug-food interactions 

Drug-disease interactions 

High and suboptimal dose alerts 

Dosages above the FDA allowed maximum 

Therapeutic duplication 

Early refill requests 

Drug-age and gender alerts 



Many prescriptions require prior authorization approval prior to dispensing the drug to the 
member. Prior authorization is used, in part, to ensure that the drug ordered by the prescriber 
meets medical necessity criteria and is clinically appropriate for the patient. 
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Effective July I, 2012, AHCCCS will implement a Medication List that will specify uniform 
quantity limits for certain controlled substances. Prior authorization, to ensure that the 
medication is clinically appropriate and medically necessary, will be required for prescriptions 
written for greater than: 

• One short-acting narcotic and quantities in excess of 180 tablets in a 30-day time period 

• One long-acting narcotic and quantities in excess of those listed on the formulary 

• One anxiolytic and quantities in excess of 120 

• One hypnotic and quantities in excess of a 30-day supply 



AHCCCS and its contractors also have in place "lock-in programs " for members who are 
identified as high utilizers of Medicaid services. Criteria for "high utilization " includes, but is 
not limited to, obtaining and receiving excessive prescription medications. Members who are 
placed in "lock-in programs " are formally notified that they may only obtain prescriptions 
through a single pharmacy or prescribe?; or both. 

11. Were any of these top ten prescribers identified in the federal-mandated Drug 
Utilization Review or CMS-base retrospective reviews?

12. Does your state have any programs in place to educate providers about the prescription 
of antipsychotics to children and adolescents? 

Yes. This information is provided below: 




of Health Services, Division of Behavioral Health Services (A 
established medication guidelines for children birth to five as well as adopted The 
American Academy of Child and Adolescent Psychiatry (AACAP) practice parameters, 
which includes atypical antipsychotic medications and prescribing psychotropic 
medication to children. These practice guidelines are distributed to behavioral health 
medical professionals in the public behavioral health system and are available upon 
request. 

Behavioral health staffs are required to attend a state-developed training on the unique 
behavioral health needs of children in foster care, which includes information on the use 
of psychotropic medications. 

For children who may need medication as part of their treatment plan, ADHS/DBHS has 
policy requirements regarding informed consent for psychotropic medications, including 
the essential elements that this process must include. 




Regional Behavioral Health Authorities (T/RBHAs), 
on the specific needs of their region. Examples of such programming include: 
o Access to online resources and comprehensive databases which provide information 

on new developments in drug therapy and evidence-based answers on thousands of 

natural medicines and alternative therapies; and 
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o Utilizing clinical pharmacists to meet with behavioral health providers to discuss 
evidence based medicine and any outlier prescribing activities. 

AHCCCS recognizes that prescription medication abuse is a national issue of concern, and we 
appreciate the opportunity to provide information regarding prescription medications in 
Arizona's Medicaid program. AHCCCS is committed to building upon its many successes with 
program integrity efforts, including initiatives to combat abusive prescription practices and 
strengthening fraud prevention and detection activities.
